For more than a century, East Africa has lured 
the western traveler. It has acquired a glamorous 
reputation as a playground for the wealthy sports- 
man or as a unique living laboratory for the scientist. 
The Rodericks expound quite another viewpoint: the 
wonders of this fascinating area are equally available 
to any traveler who has ingenuity, patience, and a 
sense of humor. 


During the past summer’s holiday from his teach- 
ing post in the Chemistry Department of Foothill 
College in Los Altos Hills, Mr. Roderick and his 
wife, a biology graduate student at San Jose State 
College, spent four weeks touring Kenya and Tan- 
zania in local buses, trains, and a rented Volkswagen 
sedan. Their color slides show highlights of the trip, 
including a study of the fishermen of the Malindi 
coast, a climb up the formidable slope of Mt. Kenya, 
and encounters with the wildlife and the Masai 
tribesmen of the Kilimanjaro district. 


The Rodericks make an avocation of studying the 
natural history of remote areas. In the current issue 
of PACIFIC DISCOVERY, you will find an inter- 
esting article titled ‘““Destination: San Benitos” which 
deals with their last year’s Christmas expedition to 
Baja California.

For nighttime planetarium 
shows there is only one point of ingress which is 
available at the rear of the Academy off Middle 
Drive which leads directly into the Planetarium 
lobby.

MEET THE STAFF 


WILLIAM N. ESCHMEYER, Assistant Curator in 
the Department of Ichthyology and Supervising Ich- 
thyologist for the Vanderbilt program, is among the 
newer additions to the Academy staff, having joined 
us during the past summer. He was born in Knox- 
ville, Tennessee, and received his early education 
there and in Arlington, Virginia. 

His interest in ichthyology is directly attributable 
to his father, the late Dr. R. W. Eschmeyer, who 
made a long and successful career of promoting fish- 
eries conservation. 

Bill attended the University of Michigan (from 
which he received his B.S.) and spent one summer 
at the Ohio State University Biological Station. In 
1961 he was admitted to the Graduate School of the 
University of Miami to study at the Institute of Ma- 
rine Sciences from which he was granted both his 
M.S. and Ph.D. degrees. During his studies at the 
Institute, h eheld a fellowship from the Bureau of 
Commercial Fisheries, U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service. 
He participated in cruises of the research vessel John 
Elliott Pillsbury to Africa, Bermuda and Central 
America, and cruises of the research vessel Gerda 
in Florida waters. He also had field experience off 


South America, the Gulf of Mexico and islands of 
the eastern Caribbean during summer employment 
with the Bureau of Commercial Fisheries and the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia, and 
spent one summer in Alaska while working for the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

Bill’s initial chore at the Academy is sorting and 
then incorporating the Vanderbilt Foundation col- 
lection of fishes (see NEWSLETTER July 1967) 
into those of the Academy. A portion of his time 
will be devoted to a continuation of his research on 
the systematics of scorpionfishes and herrings. 

In August, he was married to his wife Lydia who 
is also a trained zoologist and the Eschmeyers have 
taken up residence in nearby Pacifica. Bill enjoys 
camping, golf, bridge, and—not surprisingly — 
fishing.
